'..rotary of commerce, has 
-written 


friends recently that he believes that 
Calvin Coolidge Is the logical man to 
succeed himself as president of the 
United States in the election of 1928. 


This reply has gone forth to sever- 


al inquiries who had endeavored to In- 
terest Mr. Hoover in the possibility of 
getting things started in his behalf 
for the next presidential election. 
Kvery man of prominence and popu- 
larity In public life has politically 
minded friends who feel that two 
years ahead of an election Is none too 
early to start. The secretary of com- 
merce, however, has squelched all 
these efforts and there Is no one in the 
Coolldge cabinet who is more loyal to 
the president politically and other- 
wise.

So. Mr.-Hoover has kept silent. And 


tbe^fact that he wrote several letters 
"to / friends espousing the Codlidge 
cause was not disclosed by hinv but 
leaked out Tuesday through some of 
those who had learned of the letters 
after they were sent. 
<• 
The .'peculiar Importance of Mr. 


Hoover's pronouncement, however, is 
that he is being accused la, political 
circles of having an eye on the 1928 
presidential nomination.' In congress, 
especially, the secretary of commerce 
was not always regarded as approving 
or disapproving" measures without a 
suggestion of political advantage or 
disadvantage. Opponents of some of 
Mr. Hoover's policies have not omit- 
ted the opportunity to ascribe his 
rfghts against certain kinds of foreign 
loans as being a bid for political sup- 
port for himself. 
All this has only irritated the secre- 
tary of commerce and stimulated him 
to scotch the political angle once and 
for all. This now has been done in 
his communications to friends. It is 
said that President Coolldge knows of 
Mr. Hoover's attitude, indeed that he 
has known is for some time and that 
efforts to cause friction between the 
White House and Mr. Hoover on the 
ground that Mr. Hoover was planning 
his own political campaign have caus- 
ed only amusement to those at the 
Executive Mansion who have known 
the truth. Mr. Hoover is in Minnea- 
polis today making an 
important 


speech and it probably will be consid- 
ered as a personal political effort but 
It really is Intended to strengthen the 
Coolidge administration. 


STILL YOUNG MAN 


Mr. Hoover is one of the youngest 


men In political life and some day he 
may be considered seriously for the 
presidential nomination but not in 
1928 unless, of course. Mr. Coolldge 
should upset all calculations by re- 
fusing to run again. 
Mr. Hoover will complete next 


spring his tenth consecutive year in 
public life here. 
He is one of the 


few men who came here during the 
war and served In both Democratic 
and Republican administrations 
in 


positions of executive responsibility. 
He is popular among the correspon- 
dents here who recognize his ability 
and if it were left to them some day 
to choose a president on merit and 
ability and not by the usual standards 
of politics they would unquestionably 
pick him as eminently qualified 


But politics nowadays Js :tll-pow*r 


ful and especially organization work. 
Mr. Hoover has maintained his Re- 
publican regularity ever 
since his 


first announcement In the spring of 
1920 but It is unquestioned that he 
atlll retains a considerable support 
In the Democratic party. What 1932 
may bring is one thing but so far 
as 1928 Is concerned he is for Calvin 
Coolldge.

MAN-MADE FIBRE V 


For centuries the silk vrorm has fed 


himself to repletion on the leaves of the 
mulberry tree~and has spun from his little 
body the miles of shimmering fibre that 
have gone into stockings, dresses and un- 
derwear of the women and men of the 
world. But now. quietly, without the' 
flurry and ostentation which so frequently 
heralds a new achievement, an industry 
has been established in both eastern and 
western* hemispheres that bids fair to 
make the little silk worm bestir himself 
to keep in the front rank as a builder of 
beautiful clothes.. For this new industry 
is one that threatens his prestige, since it 
consists in the manufacture of a substance 
that ^simulates silk so nearly that it is 
popularly known as artificial silk. 


Tet it is no such thing. That title is a 


misnomer, for the material is no more ar- 
tificial silk than an automobile is an arti- 
ficial horse. 
Still, the simulation is so 


near perfect that it takes an expert to de- 
tect the difference between the man-made 


•• 'fibre and the fibre made by the silk worm. 


But the same'inaterial that provides us 
with our daily paper, spruce wood, pro- 
vides a shimmering, silky dress, lustrous- 
ly sheer stockings and overdrapes for the 
windows. In fact, so nearly perfect is its 
counterfeiting of real silk that the public 
in many cases is being hoodwinked by si> 
, responsible manufacturers and retailers. 


This is not right. It not only is cheat- 


ing the buying public but undermines its 
confidence in the merchant when the sub- 
stitution is found out. The new "silk'5 


should be sold, plainly marked, as an imi- 
tation of silk. 
It has its uses. 
Many 


times people will buy it as quickly as they 
•will the product of the silk worm, but 
unless the goods are plainly marked it 
constitutes a fraud on the public. Per- 
haps some day we will have artificial wool 
and cotton. Who knows? Perhaps some 
day much of material wasted will be util- 
ized in the manufacture of clothing, by 
means of these processes that produce ar- 
tificial fibre. When that day comes the 
new industry will have an enormous eco- 
nomic value. 
i 


THE RADIO DILEMMA 


Perhaps no more unfortunate thing 


could have happened in radio broadcast- 
ing than to have the present unsettled 
state of affairs obtain. 
The failure of 


congress t<J,pasw the Dill radio bill or some 
other measure to properly regulate the ra- 
dio situation is a crying shame and one 
which reflects no credit on that august 
body of original broadcasters. 


And now. with Secretary of Commerce 


Hoover shorn of his power to regulate tho 
air in the interests of broadcasters and 
listeners alike, chaos potentially reitrns 
in the air. Actually, however, it does not 
—yet. 
But consider that no more than 


530 commercial radio stations wore op- 
erating under licenses granted by Secre- 
tary Hoover while nearly 600 applica- 
tions for permission to operate are on file 
in his department. 


Suppose that even half of the«e 600'de- 


cide to proceed with the operation of a 
station, which they are free to do now. 
and to use any wave length and time tjiat 
they please. The successful operation of 
millio'ns of dollars worth of radio receiv- 
ers would be impossible and the enter- 
tainment of millions of persons spoiled. 


This condition is only indicative, how- 


ever, of the short-sightedness of congress 
for several years past. Men interested in 
the expansion of radio along sane lines 


HEALTHY INDUSTRY 


A nation-wide survey, made by the Na- 


tional 
Association of Manufacturers, 


shows healthy business conditions in all 
parts of the country. The survey covered 
manufacturing plants in thirty basic in- 
dustries and showed that the industry of 
the nation is running on the astonishing 
rate of 84 per cent of capacity, with un- 
employment practically non-existent—an 
unusually healthy summer condition. 


"When the industry of the country is 


running at S i per cent of the maximum 
capacity at midsummer there seems to be 
no good reason for a pessimistic attitude 
on the immediate future. 
The reports 


current on diminishing sales are probably 
only a matter of postponement. 


As a matter of fact, there probably has 


never been a time in our history when 
prosperity was so well established as it is 
today. 
AVith the single exception that 


agriculture has not quite been restored to 
a satisfactory basis, the country as whole 
is in a flourishing state and it is only a 
question of time, and probably a very 
short time, until the farming industry will 
be on a souud and vigorous footing. Indus- 
trially we have never been in better 
shape. 
There is no unemployment and 


commerce is at full tide. Furthermore, the 
most satisfactory phase of our economic 
condition is that we have prosperity with- 
out inflation. This should guarantee to us 
gradual improvement all along the line 
and healthy business conditions for yea-rs 
to come. 


STATING THE CASE

Henry E. Caraway, of New York, to state 
in a few simple words the stand of many 
people on the prohibition_question. Mrs. 
Caraway is a pronounced, dry. and. had,, 
been counted upon in New York state to 
have great weight in the fight against 
United States Senator James AV. AVacls- 
worth. up for reelection, who has come 
out against the eighteenth amendment.' 


Mrs. 
Caraway, in leaving the ranks of 


the drys and throwing her support to 
Senator AVadsworth. said. "A federal 
prohibition act is unsound psychological- 
ly in that it arouses in^its citizens a de- 
fiant restiveness against governmental 
control of personal liberties, while what 
should be stimulated is a sense of respon- 
sibility in originating and upholding lo- 
cal laws of the citizens' own making."'' 


This is the hardest thing the drys have 


to fight, "this idea on the part of a great 
body of citizens that the prohibition 
amendment is not a proper one. The dry 
regime has always had to contend against 
the feeling that it was an imposition. 
It 


is doubtful that, excellent though pro- 
hibition may be in theory, a majority of 
people in the country have ever been for 
it.

UNDECEIVING THE SCARED CHILD 


A mother complains that her 2 year old daugh- 


ter screams, and nearly has hysterics - when the 
wind Wows, if the child is out of doors. For a while 
mother humored her and would stay out with hor. 
Now c\ en when the day is perfect the child -will not 
venture out unless mother goes-along. What can 
account for this, unless some playmates may have 
scared the child? 


Certain it is that somebody has scared the child 


or betrayed fear of the wind or the open in the 
presence of the child. All such unnatural 
fears, 


phobias or obsessions are imparted by wrong ed- 
ucation. Most of a child's education, comes through 
the child's own. observation. Even an infant who 
has not as yet learned to talk understands what is 
:<ud or expressed by those about him. and if moth- 
or if afraid of thunder or father Is afraid of snakes 
the baby will be afraid of these things too. But an 
infant has no instinctive or inborn rear of thunder 
or snakes, or dogs, or queer looking people. 


Such obsessions or phobias, in a child call for 


patience and assurance on the part of the parent. 
If the parent lacks assurance he or she cannot hope 
to fool the child. The parent must be quite sure 
of himself or herself first, sure that there is really 
no harm in the wind, the wet. the thunder, the dog. 
the snake, the bird or whatever the bogy may be. 
By expressing fearlessness the parent imparts fear- 
lessness to the child. But the child can't be fooled, 
and it is better iVot to try to deceive him. 


-The mother should read or sing to the child 


about the wind, nursery rhymes, slumber songs and 
the like. She should encourage her to listen to the 
wind singing in the tree or playing in the yard. 
She should make the baby laugh at the frolic and 
pranks of the wind and show her how it .blows the 
leaxes along. Such pleasant Impressions tend 
to 


blot out of the child's mind the fright she must 
have had in some way or other. 


It seems incredible, but it is true, that some par- 


ents still conjure up bogey men and 
frights to scare the young child into 


otHer boo- 
submission 


One of the meanest of these is' the trick of threat- 
ening to call in the doctor if the child objects to 
taking some nauseous medicine. This is all very 
fine until the sad day arrives,- when the doctor 
really must come, and then the poor little victim 
of the trick pays dearly for the parent's mistake. 
Often, the doctor can gauge the intelligence of the 
parents by the behavior of the child.
